Isolation of Sicily from the Ital­ 
ian peninsu la demands that Mess­ 
ina b e captu red a t the earliest pos­ 
sib le moment. 
This will leave the 
Axis forces on the island cu t off 
from su pplies and reinforcements, 
save for the few which might b e 
moved b y air.

* * It was a Ju ly morning in Sicily, too, bu t not so 
p leasant. On th at strategic island more th an h alf a 
million men were braced for one of th e climactic 
battles of Wofld war II. 
All of th em were away from h ome, even m ost of 
th e Italians. Th e Americans and C anadians wh o 
h ad drop p ed on Sicily from airp lanes, or been p u t 
ash ore in invasion barges m u st h ave th ou gh t m any 
times abou t th e strangeness of th eir situ ation— 
figh ting on a remote island m ost of th em h ad h eard 
abou t only as a name, if at all, before th e last few 
weeks. 
Back h ere at h ome on a p leasant Ju ly day, th is 
is someth ing to th ink abou t. Th ose m en on Sicily 
and all th e oth er men wh o sh ortly will be figh ting 
for toeh olds elsewh ere on th e land m ass of Eu rop e 
are in h istory’s g reatest battle of su p p ly. Th ey 
cou ldn't keep on figh ting a week a fte r th eir su p ­ 
p lies qu it coming. T h eir dep endence on maxim u m 
effort back h ome is absolu te. 
Th ey are willing and are p roving th em selves able 
to do th eir p art in th e w ar. T h ere never w as any 
dou bt th at th ey wou ld. Bu t th ere still ia some dou bt 
abou t th e h ome front. Steel p rodu ction still la be­ 
ing h u rt by strikes in th e coal m ines of Pennsyl­ 
vania. Th e battle of su p p ly wh ich th e U nited States 
m u st win against th e G erm ans and th e Jap anese 
still is being th row n ou t of gear by o u tbu rsts of 
tem p er and p ettiness on th e p a rt of m en wh o h ave 
forgotten th ey m ay be affecting th e w elfare of 
A m ericans looking into th e face of death on Sicily, 
In New Gu inea, in th e sky over G erm any—a h u n­ 
dred battlefronts th rou gh ou t th e world. 
If th ey remembered, th ey wou ld find some way 
to stay at. work and settle th eir argu m ents some 
o th er way th an striking. P erh ap s th e new s from 
Sicily—th e good news th at m u st be kep t good— will 
h elp all Americans to remember th ey m u st work 
h arder now' to back u p th eir figh ting men. 
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t DOUBT th at m any men ever lived wh o, once 
* th ey w ere p rom p ted to th e idea o f seeking th e 
p residency, w ere not th ereafter candidates to th eir 
graves, at least in th eir own minds. I often h ave 
w'ondered wh o gave som e m en th e notion th ey cou ld 
or sh ou ld be p resident wh en th eir o w n common 
sense sh ou ld 
h ave told th em 
th ey were totally 
u nfit and im p robable. I h ave come to th e conclu sion 
th at it m u st h ave been secret enem ies wh o knew 
th e p oison of th e su ggestion. It h as ru ined m any a 
m an’s life. 
Still. I h ave m ore adm iration even for th e m isfits 
wh o w ant to be p resident and are not afraid to come 
righ t ou t and say so th an I h ave for th e coy ones 
wh o give evasive answ ers to qu estions as to th eir 
intentions, esp ecially th ose wh o are known to th e 
very new sboys in th e street as h op efu l of th e ligh t­ 
ning striking th em . Sh erm an’s statem en t Is my idea 
of a statem ent. 
Tom Dewey h as been alm ost as final in disavowing 
h is candidacy. He is u nder contract to th e voters 
of th e state of New York to serve fou r years as 
governor and h e says h e will m ake good h is end of 
th e deal. Bu t I h ave been h earing R ep u blicans say 
th a t th eir national convention m ay “draft” Dewey as 
its p residential candidate. In my op inion a “dra ft” 
of Dewey wou ld be as cou nterfeit as th e great Demo­ 
cratic “draft” In Ch icago and for th e sam e reason. 
D 
EW EY alm ost su rely will control th e Rep u blican 
convention. He will h ave th e g reat New York 
delegation, m oat of th e o th er eastern and p robably 
all of th e sou th ern delegations. If h e w ants th e 
nom ination h e can h ave it w ith ou t any backing and 
filling, so obviou sly a “dra ft” of h im wou ld be 
sp u riou s. In effect, h e wou ld be “drafting” h imself. 
If h e w ent into th e convention on h is last statem ent 
and th en accep ted th e nom ination by “draft”, h e 
wou ld convict h im self as a p olitical dou ble-talker. 
Of cou rse I can u nderstand wh y Gen. M acArth u r 
wou ld h ave to be migh ty cau tiou s in h is statem ents 
If h e actu ally h as p residential asp irations. He m u st 
reckon w ith th e eth ics of th e m ilitary and with th e 
h azard of getting a p olitical p u sh ing arou nd if h is 
am bition sh ou ld assu m e th e asp ect of distinct p ossi­ 
bility. Personally, I am inclined to th ink th at th e 
general p refers h is assu red p rou d eminence of ou r 
first soldier to th e ch ancy bu siness of ru nning th e 
civilian p olitical gau ntlet, seeking th e p lace of first 
citizen. 
B u t you never can tell w h at goes on in a m an’s 
m ind once h e h as h eard th e su ggestion th at h e 
m igh t becom e p resident. M acA rth u r is ambitiou s. 
He is enorm ou sly sp ectacu lar. He likes th e lime­ 
ligh t. And h e wou ld not be th e first of ou r great 
soldiers to b e tem p ted by th e p rosp ect of th e h igh est 
civilian h onor if h e sh ou ld "ch oose to ru n”.

Clothes Today

I 
T’S a patriotic duty nowaday s to 
conserve every piece of fabric 
that can be reclaimed for active 
wear. So don’t throw worn shlrta 
Into the rag-bag, even If they are 
completely worn at the collar and 
cuffs. You'll find that y ou can tran s­ 
form them into rompers, dresses, 
8un-8ults, shirts and pinafores for 
the y ounger members of the family 
just by getting busy with some 
ideas and the family sewing ma­ 
chine. 
Men’« shirts, as a rule, are made 
of strong fabrics, sturdy broad­ 
cloth or madras in stripes and line 
checks that make these fabrics per­ 
fect for children’s clothes. 
Cut Shirt At Seams 
The first thing to do in this re­ 
claiming project is to cut the shirt 
apart along the seams, then cut 
out the sleeves, open them flat, 
and detach the cuffs. Also remove 
the collar and the y oke. Launder 
all pieces and iron flat in order to 
make pattern placing, pinning and 
cutting easier. 
Fold the back section down the 
ren ter and match up the front« and 
sleeves so that the fabric design 
and grain all go in the same direc­ 
tion. and then lay the pattern on 
the fabric.

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July Morning In Sicily 
[ERE at home, this was a pleasant July morning. 
It was a July morning In Sicily, too, but not ao 
pleasant. On that strategic island more than half a 
million men were braced for one of the climactic 
battles of Wofld war II. 
All of them were away from home, even most of 
the Italians. The Americans and Canadians who 
had dropped on Sicily from airplanes, or been put 
ashore in invasion barges must have thought many 
times about the strangeness of their situation 
fighting on a remote island most of them had heard 
about only as a name, if at all, before the last few 
weeks. 
Back here at home on a pleasant July day, this 
Is something to think about. Those men on Sicily 
and all the other men who shortly will be fighting 
for toeholds elsewhere on the land mass of Europe 
are In history’s greatest battle of supply. They 
couldn’t keep on fighting a week after their sup­ 
plies quit coming. Their dependence on maximum 
effort back home Is absolute. 
They are willing and are proving themselves able 
to do their part In the war. There never was any 
doubt that they would. But there still Is some doubt 
about the home front. Steel production still is be­ 
ing hurt by strikes In the coal mines of Pennsyl­ 
vania. The battle of supply which the United States 
must win against the Germans and the Japanese 
still is being thrown out of gear by outbursts of 
temper and pettiness on the part of men who have 
forgotten they may be affecting the welfare of 
Americans looking into the face of death on Sicily, 
In New Guinea, In the sky over Germany—a hun­ 
dred battlefronts throughout the world. 
If they remembered, they would find some waj 
to stay at work and settle their arguments some 
other way than striking. Perhaps the news from 
Sicily—the good news that must be kept good—will 
help all Americans to remember they must work 
harder now to back up their fighting men.

No Pushovers 
P*ALSE hopes of cheap and easy victory in Sicily 
* 
have been raised higher by what seems to be 
confirmation in official reports of the first stages of 
the invasion. The beachheads were established with 
slight difficulty. The enemy did not take the heavy 
toll expected In such an operation. 
But the enemy la ready and waiting. There were 
no pushovers for United States troops In North 
Africa, and It Is foolish lo hope for pushovers In 
Sicily. It may be true that the Italians do not have 
their heart lu the fight, but their nominal resistance 
added to the earnest resistance of the Germans can­ 
not be held lightly. 
The mistake of under-rating the opposition Is con­ 
fined to the home front, fortunately. Our troops 
abroad, many of them battle-seasoned now, know 
better. As they move increasingly Into the thick of 
battle on all fronts, they know that the enemy 
before them has been fully trained to carry out 
the ambitious designs of the Axis. Victory must be 
won by superiority in all things—In fighting, in pro­ 
ducing weapons, in developing morale, in offering 
hope for the future. 
Good intentions are not enough; they must be 
put into effect with perfect performances. The 
courage and efficiency of American fighting forces 
abroad must be matched by sacrifice and coopera­ 
tion at home, where many still suffer from the 
illusion that victory Is going to be easy. Invasion 
of Sicily, signal for the beginning of the offensive 
that is to destroy Germany, should be the signal, 
also, for correcting whatever lias been wrong with 
America’s civilian attitude toward the war.

Chandler, 
that the Russian* and the British 
should be left to deal with Hitler 
while we fought a separate war 
with Japan. 
That wa* such a mil­ 
itary absurdity, such a violation of 
the elementary principle of con­ 
centration In war, that no respon­ 
sible and competent soldier could 
take It seriously.

A—The belief of many British 
and American airmen that by put­ 
ting enough aircraft Into England 
Germany could be bombed to de­

B—The belief of the RuseUm*, 
which wa* also held by some Im­ 
portant American, and perhaps a 
few British, officers, that Germany 
should be attacked by an Invasion 
launched acmes the English chan­ 
nel. 
Yet it would be quite false to 
say that the plan on which we are 
acting Ignore* the claims of those 
who want victory through air pow­ 
er or victory through the opening 
of a second front In continental Eu­ 
rope. 
In fact, the plan adopted recog­ 
nize* the half-truth of both those 
claims but overcomes the half-er- 
mr In both of them.

For the geography of the conti­ 
nent of Europe is such that the 
great railroads and highways run 
east and west. 
These east-west 
communications ars superb; they 
have been especially developed for 
generations to supply German and 
French armies which were prepar­ 
ing to fight In Belgium and on the 
northern plains of France. 
On the other hand, the north- 
south land communications of Eu­ 
rope are poor. 
Italy and the Bal­ 
kan peninsula are separated from 
Germany by great mountain ranges 
which are crossed by railways and 
road* with a relatively limited 
carrying capacity. 
Thus In time of peace a great 
part of the commerce of Italy and 
of Greece with northern Europe 
came, not over land but by sea.

It Is much mors expensive for 
the Germans to move forces Into 
the 
Mediterranean 
theater, 
and 
once there they cannot easily be 
withdrawn again. 
Therefore, one German division 
committed in Sicily, for example, 
Is more 
permanently committed 
than it would be in France, and 
the cost of maintaining It is much 
greater. 
If, then. Sicily were a feint and 
a greater invasion 
were 
to be 
launched In the Balkans, the Ger­ 
man division In Sicily could not 
be moved easily to the point of 
greater danger.

to 
the suburban churches; 
like 
making some intelligent effort to

indoor plumbing at 
least to the slum sections within 
a few blocks of Capitol Hill. 
The chances are 100-to-l neith­ 
er the revelations nor the recom­ 
mendations 
will 
mean

thing. 
They never have. Since no resi­ 


dent of the District Is allowed to 
vote, Alaska, Puerto Rico and the 
Virgin Islands have more represen­ 
tation in congress and more weight 
than the national capital.

first-hand since Thomas Jefferson 
tramped through the mud to the 
Capitol from his boarding-house.

OOO a year salary so he could go 
home and retire after two years 
with the reputation for being the 
richest man in his district.

Fewer War Casualties 


Canning Revival 
'■pHOUGII the art of canning never was lost—in­ 
deed. it was still growing by leaps aud bounds 
—wartime necessity is producing a revival of in­ 
terest. 
Housewives and husbands who hadn’t canned any­ 
thing for years because it had become too cheap 
and easy to buy what was needed at the nearest 
grocery store are going back to their younger days 
when everybody canned from necessity. They are 
reading up on new wrinkles, Including chiefly the 
pressure-cooking method, and wondering where they 
can beg or borrow a pressure cooker. 
Younger women, who had played with canning, 
perhaps—sometimes not successfully—are reading 
books, attending lectures, obtaining first-hand help 
from mothers, m othersinlaw and neighbors. With­ 
out exception, everybody is trying to get* a little 
closer to the glow of self-sufficiency that used to 
come during inspection of long cupboard shelves in 
the cellar filled with rows of neatly filled Jars, 
then came during Inspection of wellstocked grocery 
stores and now, after rationing, must come from a 
combination of the two.

^ATAL casualties of 15,132 from 
battle were reported by the 
army and navy on June 24.

The number of soldiers in 
combat In North Africa probably 
has been less than one-tenth of 
the number engaged in actual fight­ 
ing In the Meuse-Argonne battle of 
1918. when 1,200.000 United States 
troops were under fire according to 
war department calculations.

Casualties have been minimized, 
also, ' 7 the generally high level of 
health in the armed forces. The in­ 
fluenza epidemic in 1918 took al­ 
most as many lives of soldiers as 
were lost in combat. 
In the army, deaths from all dis­ 
eases totaled 57.500; from battle 
50,000; from other causes, includ­ 
ing accidents. 8.000—a grand total 
of 115.500. In the navy, deaths to­ 
taled 10.000—a grand total of 115.- 
500 deaths in the armed forces in

That is the most final statement ever made by a 
man to the suggestion that he be a candidate tor 
the presidency, because on that particular proposi­ 
tion most men are mighty coy. We have had some 
singularly vague and equivocal statements on it 
from distinguished and normally forthright and 
honest 
citizens 
In 
the 
past, 
including 
Calvin 
Coolidge s famous, “I do not choose to run." 
That suggestion has caused many men to make 
downright liars of themselves. They publicly have 
declared they were not candidates only to come oui 
later and run till their tongues hung out. I concede 
the right of any man to change his mind, but in most 
cases at the time the men said they were not can­ 
didates, they knew they were, so that made them 
liars. 


J DOUBT that many men ever lived who, once 
-I- they were prompted to the idea of seeking the 
presidency, were not thereafter candidates to their 
graves, at least In their own minds. I often have 
wondered who gave some men the notion they could 
or should be president when their own common 
sense should have told them they were totally 
unfit and improbable. I have come to the conclusion 
that it must have been secret enemies who knew 
the poison of the suggestion. It has ruined many a 
man’s life. 
Still, I have more admiration even for the misfits 
who want to be president and are not afraid to come 
right out and say so than I have for the coy ones 
who give evasive answers to questions as to their 
intentions, especially those who are known to the 
very newsboys in the street as hopeful of the light­ 
ning striking them. Sherman’s statement is my idea 
of a statement. 
Tom Dewey has been almost as final In disavowing 
his candidacy. He is under contract to the voters 
of the state of New York to serve four years as 
governor and he says he will make good his end of 
the deel. But I have been hearing Republicans say 
that their national convention may “draft” Dewey as 
Its presidential candidate. In my opinion a “draft” 
of Dewey would be at counterfeit as the great Demo­ 
cratic “draft” in Chicago and for the same reason. 
D 
EWEY almost surely will control the Republican 
convention. He will have the great New York 
delegation, most of the other eastern and probably 
all of the southern delegations. If he wants the 
nomination he can have it without any backing and 
filling, so obviously a “draft" of him would be 
spurious. In effect, he would be “drafting” himself. 
If he went into the convention on his last statement 
and then accepted the nomination by “draft”, he 
would convict himself as a political double-talker. 
Of course I can understand why Gen. MacArthur 
would have to be mighty cautious in his statements 
lf he actually has presidential aspirations. He must 
reckon with the ethics of the military and with the 
hazard of getting a political pushing around if his 
ambition should assume the aspect of distinct possi­ 
bility. Personally, I am inclined to think that the 
general prefers his assured proud eminence of our 
first soldier to the chancy business of running the 
civilian political gauntlet, seeking the place of first 
citizen. 
But you never can tell what goes on In a man's 
mind once he has heard the suggestion that he 
might become president. MacArthur is ambitious. 
He is enormously spectacular. He like* the lime­ 
light. And he would not be the first of our great 
soldiers to be tempted by the prospect of the highest 
civilian honor if he should “choose to run".

American industry and engineer­ 
ing brains, under leadership of a 
war department safety expert, have 
eollabofated on a shoe that is light, 
flexible, attractive .and yet able 
to support a ton dead weight on 
either toe or withstand the impact 
of a 50-pound piece of metal. 
The shoe will look and feel right 
to wear to and from work, and no 
'one would suspect the leather con­ 
ceals a toe-cup of manganese-tough­ 
ened steel that will protect women 
factory workers from one of the 
most common of lost-time acci­ 
dents, toes crushed by heavy ob­ 
jects. 
Extra shoe coupons will be read­ 
ily forthcoming to purchase it be­ 
cause it is a "tool of industry”, 
according to WPB.

Q.—Are fresh raspberries, when 
sold by retailers, under price con­ 
trol?

Q.—The rent control law pro­ 
vides that a landlord may insti­ 
tute eviction proceedings against 
a tenant who is permitting or com­ 
maing a nuisance.'

A.—The court trying the eviction 
proceedings has the sole reBponsi 
bility and authority for making 
such decision and the rent control 
office is not vested with power to 
decide that issue.

* New Advisory Committee 


At Capital Meeting

WASHINGTON, July 14 — Roy 
Roberts, managing editor of the 
K ansas City 
Star, 
was 
elected 
chairm an Tuesday of the new ad­ 
visory committee set up by the 
domestic branch of the office of 
war information. 
The group, appointed immediate­ 
ly after Fainter Hoyt, publisher of 
the Portland Oregonian, took over 
as domestic director of the w ar in­ 
formation agency, stated its convic­ 
tion that "OW! does have a real 
function in prosecution of the war.” 
It set up as its prim ary premise 
the declaration that “the American 
people are entitled as a right to 
full and purely factual informa­ 
tio n concerning public events and 
the acts of public officials.” 
It asserted that dissemination of 
such information should be through 
regular media such as newspapers, 
trade journals, magazines and the 
motion pictures, and that there 
should be no shutting off of access 
to original sources of news. 
The advisory group held its first 
meeting 
yesterday, 
considering 
w hat course it should take and 
hearing from members of the OWI 
staff. It issued a following state­ 
ment of prelim inary findings which 
said In part: 
‘ The committee is convinced that 
OWI does have a real function in 
prosecution of the war and that it 
has eliminated a great deal of the 
overlapping in the old setup. 
“The committee does feel that 
there 
are certain definite 
prin­ 
cipals which should govern the 
domestic branch of OWI and it is 
for the advance of those princi­ 
pals 
that the committee has ac­ 
cepted its assignment. 
“These principles are: 
“THE AMERICAN people are en­ 
titled as a right—and as a neces­ 
sary condition of the maintaince 
of free government and winning 
the war—to full and purely factual 
information 
concerning 
public 
events and the acts of public of­ 
ficials. 
entirely 
free 
of 
propa­ 
ganda. 
“IT IS VITAL that such informa­ 
tion be disseminated only through 
the existing media of public infor­ 
mation such as newspapers, trade 
journals, magazines, radio and the 
motion pictures. 
"OWI CAN PERFORM a highly 
useful and necessary function in 
gathering 
and 
co-ordinating 
the 
pews of the government, but in 
this process it should not in any 
•w ise shut off the press and other 
media of information from direct 
access to the sources of news. 
"THE 
COMMITTEE 
suggested 
th at the OWI call into conference 
representatives of the corps of 
W ashington correspondents, both 
press and radio, in order to further 
co-operation in the collection of 
news and to keep open the primary

Dewey of New York, Wendell 
Willkie, and Gen. Douglas MacArthur are the three top choices for 
the 1944 G.O.P. nomination among Republican voters in the three

WASHINGTON. July 14 — The 
civilian population was asked to­ 
day to get along with less canned 
goods.

To Conserve All 


Clothes Today

I 
T ’S a patriotic duty nowadays to 
conserve every piece of fabric 
th at can be reclaimed for active 
wear. So don’t throw worn ehlrte 
into the rag-bag, even if they are 
completely worn a t the collar and 
cuffs. You’ll find that you can trans­ 
form them into rompers, dresses, 
sun-suits, shirts and pinafores for 
the younger members of the family 
just by getting busy with some 
ideas and the family sewing m a­ 
chine. 
Men’e shirts, as a rule, are made 
of strong fabrics, sturdy broad­ 
cloth or madras in stripes and line 
checks that make these fabrics per­ 
fect for children’s clothes. 
Cut 8Hirt At 8eamt 
The first thing to do in this re­ 
claiming project is to cut the shirt 
apart along the seams, then cut 
out the sleeves, open them flat, 
and detach the cuffs. Also remove 
the collar and the yoke. Launder 
all pieces and iron flat in order to 
make pattern placing, pinning and 
cutting easier. 
Fold the back section down the 
center and match up the fronts and 
sleeves so that the fabric design 
and grain all go in the same direc­ 
tion. and then lay the pattern on 
the fabric. 
Pin each piece of the pattern 
very carefully in place and then 
pink all the fabric edges. This op 
eration will make French seams 
unnecessary. Once the fabric has 
a pinked edge, simple inside seams 
are all that are needed. 
When using a pattern th at calls 
for buttons or buttonholes down 
the front or back, place the p a t 
tern carefully so that the center 
line of the button and buttonhole 
markings on the pattern fall on 
the center line of those already 
on the shirt. Any additional but­ 
tonholes that may be needed can 
be made In a Jiffy with the button­ 
holer attachm ent. 
Glamorize Remade Clothes 
Remember that girls* clothes but­ 
ton from right to left and boys* 
clothes from left to right. For 
Just a few cents you can glamorize 
each costume with rickrack trim ­ 
ming, which can be attached in 
many ornam ental ways. 
Lattice-work, looped effectf and 
pocket medallions are just a few 
of the trim ming effects that can 
be stitched up in practically no 
time at all with the unerring little 
handicraft attachm ent. 
With the one thread embroiderer, 
also an im portant member of the 
modem 
sewing 
machine attach­ 
ment kit, you can trim your chil 
dren’s clothes with their names or 
Initials, something that the small 
fry enjoy immensely. 
For a really sm art effect you can 
easily have the youngster write 
her name on the collar or pocket 
of the garment, then with the one- 
thread embroiderer, you can follow 
the script faithfully with a signa­ 
ture stitch.
